Mr. W. J. Davison on Saturday] 
■truck a fine stream of sulphur water 
in the yard of his residence on South I 
Afain street. The stream was located 
by Mr. H. A. Williams, who claims to 
i>e a "water witch," and at a depth of 
ten feet the auger struck rock which 
pontinued to a depth of 140 feet. It 
appears to be solid stone in three Btra- 
fcas, the first was white limestone, then 
blue limestone and last a soft white 
■tone. Late Saturday evening the 
luger dropped through the rock, and 
at a depth of 150 feet the stream was 
^discovered. The gas came guzzling 
.. cut of the hole and a strong smell of 
iulphur all over that part of the city 
\bH no doubts as to the character of 
|the water. By Sunday morning it 
■id risen to a" depth of 102 feet in the 
well. The water is very strong. It is 
-en stronger than Blue Lick, which 
seems to resemble. In color it is 
Slue or slate color, and sulphur, salt 
f>id magnesia are evidently among 
gredients. It is so strong that it 
palatable, but persons fond of 
sulphur water pronounce it of the 
finest quality. All day yesterday 
people tlocked to the well to try the 
water. Mr. Davidson will have it 
analyzed as soon as possible, to ascer- 
;ain its medicinal value. If the water 
Comes up to the expectations of all 
who have seen it, the well will be a 
bonanza for its owner. It is located 
within a few steps of the stieet, and 
within two feet of the alley, separat- 
ing Mr. Davidson's lot from that of 
Mr. L. H. McKee.

Electricity taken from lighting- 
circuits Is now employed In Europe 
as a cur.itlTe agent. The current Is 
controlled by suitable instruments, so 
thut the tension is below the point 
where harm could be Inflicted to 

delicate persons. Electricity in n 

cine has probably not made as great an 
advance as its importance merits, but 
this may be largely attributable to the 
State of empiricism of electro- 
therapeutics or to the great difficulties 
in the way of the employment of the 
electrical apparatus themselves. 

The idea of employing water in a 
bath for conveying "the current to a 
patient is almost as old as the 
therapeutic application of dynamic 
electricity, the electricity being used 
in two forms — the continuous current 
r.nd the faradic bath. The former U 
largely employed in Germany, while 
recently interesting researches upon 
the faradic current have been made by 
Trench. English and Italian physicians. 
These experimentalists followed up the 
peculiar effects shown by Dr. 
d'Arsonval to be produced on the 
human body by alternating currents 
of a definite form— the sinusoidal form 
— in which for a given maximum in- 
tensity the instantaneous variations 
r.Te slightest. 

In Franoe the employment of this 
form of current has been very success- 
ful, the method followed considerably 
simplifying the apparatus required for 
the Installation. The currents used 
nre extremely weak. In order to lower 
t he tension of the current of the light- 
ing circuit and graduate its strength, a 
transformer is emploved, which lowers 
he tension to fifteen volts. Thfs Is 
he maximum required, and in a large 
nstallation each bath is arranged wttL 
I transformer with a sliding armature, 
enabling the tension to be varied grad- 
ually from fifteen volts to one or two 

W here only a single bath is to be fit- 
ted up, as in a private residence, there 
is employed a combination in series of 
a shocking coil and a small transformer. 
The whole is placed in a little marble 
receptacle above the bath and at one 
ide, as shown in the accompanying il- 
jstration, reproduced from the Revue

The 
secondary of the transformer moves 
along slides, and a rod passing to the 
outside enables the current to be regu- 
lated from a maximum to a minimum 
strength. The primary circuit is pro- 
ided with an interrupter. The wires 
f the secondary proceed directly to 
the electrodes, which are simple plates 
of metal that can be placed anywhere 
in the bath by means of suspending 
hooks. There may also be added an 
mperemetcr for continuous and alter- 
nating currents, by means of which 
the strength of the currents can be es- 
timated with strict accuracy. 

The conditions under which the elec- 
tricity is employed have been fully de- 
termined by experiment. The first 
measurement of interest is that of the 
resistance of the bath when filled with 
ordinary water, and also the intensity 
of the current and the difference of po- 
tential at the electrodes. The deter- 
mination of the resistance of the body 
when immersed in the bath is found by 
first testing the quantity of current re- 
quired when the subject is in the bath, 
next finding the resistance of the same 
quantity of water without the subject, 
and then adding the requisite amount 
of water necessary to bring the bath 
to the exact level when the subject

IU Bvl Mora ActlTC Sea service Than 
Any Other Naval Officer. 

The Tamily and friends of Rear Ad- 
miral Almy, Washington, are very 
much alarmed about his illness. Owing 
to his advanced age few hopes are en- 
tertained that he will survive the pres- 
ent attack, as he is very ill. 

A native of Rhode Island, where he 
was born April 2,\ 1815, John J. Almy 
was early inured to a life on the water. 
He was but 14 when he became a mid- 
shipman and cruised in the Mediter- 
ranean and on the coast of Brazil. At 
twenty he was a past midshipman, and 
occupied several minor positions in the 
service during the next few years. He 
grfined his commission as lieutenant in 
1*41, and was attached to the Ohio in 
the Gulf of Mexico and the Pacific 
during the Mexican war.

QijU^w ReTenue Cutter Now Being Bollt mt 



The revenue cutter William Windom 
is near enough to completion to be 
ready for launching whenever the stage 
of water will permit. It is being built 
by the Iowa iron works of Dubuque, 
la., the same firm that built the Erics- 
son, and was commenced in 1898. The 
contract price is *98,500. 

ffilii' following are its dimensions: 
hgth, 170 feet 8 inchesover all; beam, 
feet \% inches; depth of hold, 14 
feet. The material used in its con- 
struction is steel of the best quality, 
every piece of which has bceu subjecttxl 
to the crucial test provided by the de- 
partment.

The Democratic party of Kentucky 
shall be governed- by a state execu 
tive committee, a state central com 
mittoe and county executive commit- 
tee, each composed as and with the 
authority herein provided: 

The state executive committee shall 
consist of one member from each con- 
gressional district. The chairman of 
the state central committee shall 

ex-officio chairman of the state ex< 

tive committee, but shall have no vote 
except in case of a tie. Said commit- 
tee shall fix the time and place of 
holding all state conventions and the 
representation and manner of select- 
ing delegates thereto, and for that 
purpose the chairman may call them 
together, and shall do so when re- 
quested in writing by five or more 
members of this committee. Mem- 
bers of this committee may vote by 
proxy. 

The state central committee shall 
consist of a member from each con- 
gressional district and two members 
from the state at large. 

This committee shall have general 
authority over the organization of the 
party in the state and shall enact 
rules for the government thereof not 
inconsistent herewith. 

This committee may ? in its discre- 
tion, appoint a campaign committee 
of such number and with such pow- 
as may be determined by it, to 
duct state or district campaigns, 
'acancies in the state executive 
central committees shall be filled 
the district committee in which 
vacancy occurs, save as to mem- 
^ at large of the central commit 
which shall be filled by said com 
mittee. 

County and legislative district com- 
mittees shall consist of one member 
from each voting precinct to be chos- 
en thus: In precincts where by law 
iat ration is required each voter 
o shall declare himself a Democrat

ecutive committeeman for the pre- 
cinct, and the person receiving a plu- 
rality of the votes so cast shall be 
such committeeman.

The small arms will consist of 
30 new and Improved Jorgensen nflea, 
such as are furnished the navy, and an 
equal number of cutlasses and revol- 
vers. The furnishings Inside will be 
polished cherry for the ward room and 
solid mahogany for the cabin. 

The duties of the Windom are to pro- 
tect the revenue, assist vessels in dis- 
tress, suppress mutinies, to see that all 
laws regarding commerce in the United 
States are properly obeyed, and render 
other similar service. In yrne of war 
It will cooperate with the navy. The 
icaptaln will rank with lieutenant com- 
Jt manders in the navy. There arc twen- 
▼ ty-tbree vessels of this character hav- 
ing captain commanders in the service; 
eight with first lieutenant commanders 
and five with junior offioer comman- 
ders. 

The Windom is the only one of these 
thirty-ebi vessels provided with triple 
expansion engines, although some are 
now building which will hai 
tuple expansion engines.

Senator Blackburn had been called

He replied especially to 
the argument of Congressman Mc- 
Creary with most intense earnestness. 
He pleaded for harmony but he warned 
the convention against indorsing Sher- 
man instead of Jefferson. He had nev- 
er indorsed a republican platform and 
he did not want the Kentucky democ- 
racy to do so to-day. He was for dem- 
ocratic bimetallism and not for the re- 
publican gold standard. 

Senator Lindsay was then introduced 
and made a remarkably strong reply 
to Senator Blackburn. His defense of 
the administration, especially when 
he named President Cleveland was 
greeted with stirring demonstrations. 
The convention reached climaxes of 
the highest pitch when the senator de- 
nounced the insinuation that the ma- 
jority report was a republican plat- 
form.

there have been many conjectures as 
to which country would take up the 
proposed Chinese loan to satisfy the 
Japanese war indemnity of 200,- 
000,000 taels, it has been impossible 
hitherto to say positively where 
it would be placed. The Press 

is now able to say *hat while a large 
part of the silver will be bought here 
the loan will doubtless be floated in 
Europe-*in England, in all probability. 
A syndicate of speculators in England 
has been buying up silver for several 
months in a quiet way, and is hoarding 
it in Great Britain, solely with the idea 
of selling it to a company which will 
take up the loan. 

St. Petersburg, June 26. — The 
Bourse Gazette says that the Russian- 
French syndicate, receiving no reply 
from China, has offered the Russian 
government to issue a 4 per cent loan 
of 400,000 francs, the proceeds to be 
employed for conversion purposes to 

trengthen the Imperial bank or to be 
expended on the railroads.

Washington, June 20.— The figures 
of the passport bureau of the state 
department show that more people 
will leave the United States for Eu- 
rope this summer than ever before, 
except during the Paris exposition 
of 1689, and the exceptionally pros- 
perous year of 189L The passports 
issued up to date number nearly 
1,700, and will probably reach 2,300. 
At the end of June. 1889, the passports 
issued numbered 2,420, and in June 
1891 they amounted to 2,437. Other 
figures for June are as follows: 1892, 
2,170, 1893, 988; 1894, 1956. One interest- 
ing feature shown by the passports 
issued this year is that a majority of 
the travelers are not naturalized cit- 
izens of the United States.
